AN ACT to amend subsection (18) of section 20.43 of the stat-
utes, relating to enforcement of the medical practice acts and 
making an appropriation. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and 
assembly, do enact as follows: 
SECTION 1. Subsection (18) of section 20.43 of the statutes 

is amended to read: (20.43) (18) ENFORCEMENT OF 
MEDICAL PRACTICE ACTS. On July 1, 	* 1933, 
twenty-five hundred dollars, and on July 1, 	* 1934, 
twenty-five hundred dollars, for the performance of its duties 
under subsection (10) of section 140.05. 

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect July 1, 1933.

CHAPTER 460. 

AN ACT to amend section 307.01 and subsection (1) of section 
307.02 and to create subsection (7) of section 59.77 of the 
statutes, relating to costs and fees in justice court. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and 
assembly, do enact as follows: 
SECTION 1. Section 307.01 and subsection (1) of section 

307.02 of the statutes are amended to read: 307.01 Justices of 
the peace may be allowed to receive the following fees and may 
tax the same in all cases when applicable, and all fees of said 
justices in the progress of a cause shall be taxed in the judgment 
in favor of the party who recovers judgment: 

For a summons, warrant or subpoena, fifty cents. 
For a venire for a jury, fifty cents. 
For a warrant in a criminal case, fifty cents. 
For taking a recognizance of bail, fifty cents. 
For administering an oath to a witness, six cents; and for ad-

ministering all other oaths and certifying the same when neces-
sary, twelve cents. 

For a warrant of attachment, fifty cents. 
For entering a judgment, fifty cents.
